Hi Gang, Just had a call from a customer that had just finished his NW30, and 
reported that it was working great. And it helped him solve a minor problem 
he was having with his NW80. He could only get 3 watts out on 80, and after 
finishing the NW30 realized that he had put the PA transistor in backwards on 
the NW80. With the PA transistor a 2SC1678 properly installed, he now gets 10 
watts out full power with the NW80, of course he turned it down to 5 watts. 
But..... I was not aware the PA transistor would work with emitter and base 
reversed. When installed, the collector is still the center hole in the 
layout, so no short on the 12V line. I'll have to try this myself, but 
thought I would pass along this info in case anyone was having a similiar 
problem.

Hey Gang, 


The Spartan Sprint last night was a challenge to say the least. I've 
never experienced such rapid shifts in band conditions. The most 
extreme example was during the last five minutes when KE6PYO returned my 
CQ call at 589, I mean he was REALLY strong. By the time I finished 
giving him my report, the band closed down and I wasn't hearing 


anything...didn't even hear him come back and I'm sure he lost me. I 
had several that I heard come back to me and the band would fade in the 
middle of their report down to nothing. I must have had three or four 
partially completed contacts that way. 


Interestingly, the propagation and skip conditions when I could hear 
anything were very consistent. I looked up three of the four stations 
and one ragchew right after the sprint and the distance was surprisingly 
consistent: 


KC6T CA 1239 miles 

W6ZH CA 1213 miles 

KE6PYO CA 1217 miles (partial contact) 
K8KXK NC 1156 miles (ragchew post sprint) 


It looks like my delta loop was reaching out to 1215 miles give or take 
about 15-20 miles. Outside that distance, no one could hear me. My 
other sprint contact was in Tijuana, Mexico -- XE2ELX and I'm guessing 
that was about 1200 to 1250 miles as well. Federico had a nice signal 
into Austin from the Baja pennisula. 


I have encountered this on other nights as well. When I check my 
"mileage" on those multi-contact nights, I often find that all the 
contacts were within a 20 -50 mile distance range, even though scattered 
all over the country. When the RF "skips" it sure does so consistently, 
but I'm curious what goes on when the band closes up and then re-opens 
and then closes multiple times in a short period of time, say a couple 
hours time. Is the ionization layer moving up and down that much? Or 
are experiencing gaps or holes in those layers? What gives? Any 
theories out there? It sure was bouncing around alot last night. 


It might make an interesting propagation study to report "skip" 
distances with our fox and spartan sprint results by type of antenna 
used. If any of you want to take the time to look up your contacts on 
the QRZ database, enter your zip code and report back your skip mileage 
by type of antenna used, I would be glad to compile it and report it 
back to the list. Just send me a note with the contacts, the distance, 
your antenna type and height above ground and I'll see what I can do 
with it.

Interesting thread here. I wish I could say that my 
neighbor/relative/Elmer got me hooked by showing off hie milliwatt DXCC, 
but it isn't so... 


Our family moved to Liverpool, NY, a suburb of Syracuse, and the home of 
GE's Electronics Park in 1965. I soon discovered that one of our 
neighbors had a garage-full of interesting "stuff". In fact, it looked 


like a sci-fi movie set! 


Bill, who's call slips me right now, had a homebrew TX for 80,40,15 and 
10 Meter AM (!!!), a National HRO-50 RX and a Hornet tri-bander ona 
35-ft tower. On Saturdays, he talked to his brother in San Bernadino, 
CA, usually on 15. He invited me to have a seat and listen/watch his 
QSO, even got me to say Hi once or twice. 


I WAS HOOKED !!! I HAD to HAVE a rig like THAT !!! 


I took a Novice/Tech class at one of the local schools, sponsored by RAGS 
(Radio Amateurs of Greater Syracuse). The instructor was Les Fryer, 
W20QY, later W2CM. I took the Novice and the Technician test in 

November of 1965, and waited FOREVER, or it seemed that way. My 
ticket(s) arrived on 24 February, 1966, and my call(s) were WN2VUO 
(Novice) and WB2VUO (Tech). 


I went on the air with a HB TX (a single 12AT7 oscillator) and used a 
Hallicrafters SX-25 RX (built in 1944, 6 years before I arrived on this 
plane of existence). I upgraded to a Johnson Viking Adventurer, a kit 
version yet, and used a pair of inverted vees, 80 and 40 Meters. I had 
fun on the LowBands, but failed the 13 WPM 3 times that year. I stayed 
on 6 and 2 Meters (AM and CW) until I went in the Navy in 1970, and 
upgraded during a Med cruise on the USS Fulton (AS-11) in 1972. 


I took 23 years after that to finally upgrade to Extra, and never would 
have if my brother John (KB2SIL) hadn't upgraded at that time. It was 
one of those "You might as well try for your Extra while I am taking my 
test..." deals, but it worked. 


Outside of deployments overseas to locations where I couldn't operate due 
to Security considerations, I have been active the whole time, overly 
active according to some of my family. About the only modes I haven't 
dabbled in so far are Facsimile and SSTV, but there's still time for 
them...

OK, I'll weigh in with my "Me Magazine" article. 


My story of becoming a ham is a pretty common one. I was interested in radio 
in general from cruising the AM broadcast band late at night when I was 
supposed to be asleep. From my Boston home I would hear such exotic places 
as Nashville or Cincinati. I don't know if I was hooked because these places 
were "far away" to me at the time or if it was just the forbidden nature of 
staying up clandestinely listening to the radio. (I had to be careful 
because my older brother and I shared the room and he would have -- often 
did, in fact -- turn me in if he woke up.) 


So I found a copy of the ARRL License Manual -- this might have been 1962 or 
so, I'd have been 10 at the time -- and read it cover to cover. I tried to 
learn the code, but with no one to help didn't do well. I couldn't listen to 
W1AW because all I had was my AM clock radio. I studied the theory and made 
my plans to go into the Customs House in Boston to test, but never did. The 
Old Man brought home a shortwave radio but we couldn't touch it if he was 
home. He never told us how it worked and I could never figure out how to 
tune it or how to find stations to listen to. It had two pen marks -- one on 
the tuner dial and one on the bandspread -- that would when the needles were 
aligned right would sometimes pick up WWV. Years later I realize the 
combination of propagation and needing to set the bandswitch is what made it 
seem so unreliable. The lustre wore off and I stuck with informal BC band DXing. 


New decade. Early 70's. I join the Army and with time on my hands start 
looking into ham radio again. I build Heathkits and study the written 
material. I order code tapes from 73 magazine and a paper-tape code sending 
machine. I never make 5wpm. I do find hams on the post -- they're nice guys 
but they want to spend time with other hams. I get a pointer to the local 
ham club and go there where I'm cordially received -- everyone says "You'll 
love being a ham" nobody says "Let me help you." I get a CB license -- 
KFR5394 and play with that a bit, but it's not fun. 


1975 -- I make a New Years resolution that this will be the year I get my 
Ham Radio License. 


1985 -- Decide that this time I'll really get my license. Bought a Radio 
Shack receiver that will receive the ham bands and finally hear W1AW. 


1988 -- Working as a Software Engineer for Digital Equipment Corp, I run 
into a ham-related, computer-based notesfile -- sort of like a newgroup only 
more polite. Electronically I get help and encouragement that I never did 
get before and combined with having money, experience and confidence I study 
the manuals, listen to the code tapes and finally after 17 years of 
xwantingx to be a ham, pass my Novice (by one letter on the code test.) A 
license for station KA1SVY arrives Dec 31st, 1988. 


I note in passing that I had the theory nailed down since 1962. I've never, 
ever failed a written exam. It's also amusing to me when hams who were 
licensed in the 60's or afterward tell me how much harder the theory exam 
was and how they had to know the answers and couldn't memorize them. "We had 
to draw the circuits with values written in!" they exclaim. They figure 
since I was license in '88 I don't know that the '62 license manuals all had 
figures "oscillator circuit with typical values." Certainly I can still draw 
one from memory. 


Most amusing to me is the fixed idea that hams have that they are somehow 
visible to the general public (they aren't) and/or approachable (I still see 
"“Cciviallians" come to ham radio club meetings and be corially ignored by the 
folks who, after all, came to talk to their ham buddies.) I try not to be 
like that. I have taught classes and extended myself to bring people into 
the hobby. My old Radio Shack receiver has been loaned to several people who 
have used it to boot themselves into ham radio and to people who eventually 
return it with and disappear with muttered thanks. 


I've never found a way to make ham radio interesting to someone who isn't 
already interested in it. I don't know any good reason why someone should be 
interested in it. Last night, after putting the kids to bed, I turned on the 
TS-440 after listening unsuccessfully for the Fox, set it to AM and listened 
to a talk radio station until it identified -- WPHD talk radio in 
Philadelphia. And I still felt the old thrill.

Nothing wrong with the rig or "Snapper"...it's important that the antenna be 
right. 


If you insist on using a magmount, be sure that you get one of the three or 
four magnet setups with BIG magnets. Lakeview has a good one, and I've used 
it at 70 mph with no problems. 


The simplest setup is a Hamstick or Valor vertical. The wind loading is 
fairly low, and they are easy to tune. You might have to order the optional 
long whip to get it to tune down to the lower end of the band. There will 
only be three pieces to buy....the big magmount, the antenna, and _maybe_ 


the extra, long whip to tune down. 

I had a Hustler, but sold it, because the wind loading was too high. Still 
have a Spider, but the wind loading is high on it also. Now working with a 
Valor 80M whip, using a DX70T and EDX-2 autotuner, and can work all bands 
10-80M. 

Good luck, and let us know how it works out.

Re: backwards transistor operation. 


The doping of the emitter and the collector on many transistor types is 
only slightly different and both are structured to handle about the same 


current (emitter handles collector plus the almost insignificant base 
current). Hence, many work backwards at reduced gain (and who knows how 
many other specs). Found this out with a transistor tester many years 
ago. A few junk box transistors had higher than 50% of the gain of the 
forward position when put in backwards. Of course, most required fancy 
lead bending. 


With the collector in the correct place in this instance, it appears the 
reversal was the emitter and base. Ordinarily, that would cut off the 
transistor, which suggests capacitive coupling through the transistor to 
the output across the reverse bias junction. Possibly input peaks drove 
the device into conduction for a tiny fraction of the waveform. 


I'll look forward to what is uncovered here. I doubt that it will result 
in a new way of converting QRO rigs into QRP.

Re: reversing base and emitter connections on PA transistor 


If the rig is a CW-only rig with a class-C PA, using the transistor in the 
common-emitter configuration, i.e. input to base, emitter to (AC) ground, 

load between +V supply and collector, then reversing the base and emitter 

will merely configure the amplifier as common-base. 


The common-base transistor amplifier has a low input impdance, high output 
impedance, current gain less than one, and the voltage gain is the ratio of 
the load resistance to the transistor input resistance. With a 
low-impedance antenna as the load, it is easy to see that whilst not causing 
any damage, this circuit will not do much in the way of amplifying the 
signal! 


In order for the transistor to turn on at all, the emitter must be negative 
WRT the base, so I assume the signal was AC coupled. 


I xthink*x that this is the explanation of this "mystery", but it was a few 
years since I learnt this stuff at College, and having not used it in 8 
years it's a bit vague now. I stand to be corrected by anyone that has a 
better answer!

A few recent threads have addressed this very subject. 


Looking at my MFJ catalog I see the type tuner you are using has the 
dual meters. A recent issue of 73 magazine speaks of re-calibrating 
the meters from 30/300 watts to 6/30 watts. Notice that your meter 
may already have a scale that is marked at 6 watts and just a re-cal. 
will solve the problem. 


A more intense way of doing it would be to change the core to a -63 
or -77/-72. See the QST articles on the W7EL wattmeter. You may wish 
to experiment with the windings on the core. Hot carrier diodes are 
an option due to the lower threashold voltage. 


Hope that this might give food for thought.
